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PARIS BUILDS 


ITS RODEO ARENA 
—from Scratch! 


By Bob Gray 





If your civic group, riding club or sheriff's 
posse wants to have a good place to ride, and if 
you have more good ideas than money in the 
bank—don’t let the money shortage stop you. 

People who will work can make the differ- 
ence. The Paris Rodeo and Horse Club has a 
brand new $50,000 all-steel arena—capable of 
seating 5,600 people—to prove that you can 
build your own stadium from scratch. But you 
will need a nucleus of determined hard workers. 

They proved it in Paris—in only five months 
time. And it cost a lot less than $50,000. The 
club there was organized in March, 1959, and 
staged an imaginative series of loc al promotions 
and fund-raising events. Result: The town of 
Paris in Lamar County, Texas, got thoroughly 
excited about building a modern arena. 

Roy Glenn, Paris boot shop owner, said their 
first step was to round up a flock of members. 

“We published a piece in the local newspaper 
and asked everybody interested in horses and 
rodeos to come to a meeting at the Lamar 
County fairgrounds.” 

About 110 people showed up, bought $5 
vearly memberships and took along member- 
ship cards to give to friends. Eventually, the 
Paris group signed up some 700 members, of 
which about 250 are active riders. And then 
came a parade to whip up widespread interest. 

“It was early spring,’ Glenn recalls, “‘and 
the grass was getting green. Everybody wanted 
to get their old horse out and show him off a 
little.’ The parade produced a turnout of 416 
horses and riders—which in a town of 25,000 
is plenty of parade. The procession whooped 
through town and on to the fairground—where 
300 barbecued chickens were devoured and 
many more members signed up. The stadium 
idea got more popular. 

Then Charlie Rhudasil, a local rancher, was 
named building committee chairman. Says 
Glenn: “He was known as the best fence-builder 
along the Red River. Charlie built the truest 
fence and the stoutest fence ... he was a man 
of action and he got things done.” 

The next problem was where to build the 
stadium. This takes land and land costs are 
high. 

“After conferring with public officials,” Glenn 
says. “we finally decided to build it on our local 
fairground, on 60 acres owned by the city. We 
made a deal with the fair association for a 10 
vear lease at $1 a vear.”’ This was done so that 
in the unlikely event the club should ever 
disband the city would be able to let anothet 
group take over management of the installation. 
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Oak planks 2” thick and steel fences of Paris stadium require 
very little maintenance.

Then came the need for construc- 
tion plans. In quick order, a building 
committee visited other Texas rodeo 
arenas, collected ideas, and consulted 
a Paris architect. He had too much 
work to take on the project so the 
“architects” turned out to be Club 
President Jack Maddox and 
rope1 Shorty Crump. They proved to 
be eminently qualified for the work. 

“They got them some stakes, some 
string and measuring tape and just 
went out after the ground had been 
leveled,” Glenn explained, “‘and layed 
the thing off, 

“The working pens in back of the 
buckine chutes were built in such a 
manner that the first stock producer 
when he and looked at them 
said ‘My gosh, I believe me and one 
euy can work this whole show 
and handle the stock.”

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GULF COAST 
Copper G Wins Houston Show 


Houston—March 6—It was one of 
the most dramatic moments in recent 
cutting horse history. 

The four-horse cutting finals of the 
1960 Houston Fat Stock Show was 
in its final moments. On the last horse 
to work, Copper G., sat a poised 13- 
year-old youngster named Punk Car- 
ter. Along with the other three horses, 
Copper G. (owned by George Glass- 
cock of Cresson) and young Carter 
had survived one of the toughest open 
contests you can find in the nation. 
It started as a field of 57. 

As his turn came up, Punk 
aware that he had some tough scores 
to beat. The highest was that of his 
own dad, John Carter, riding Holly- 
wood Cat for the Pinehurst Stables. 
It was a 145. Another Pinehurst entry, 
Ott, with Bubba Cascio riding, had 
just scored 142, while Billy Bush on 
the Phillips Ranch winner, Edie Lena, 
marked 144. 

Any rider, 13 or three times that, 
would have been tense. But Punk did 
everything right. He cut out the best 
cattle and let Copper G. do the rest. 
Once or twice the dun horse had 
everybody holding their breath as he 
worked very close to the cattle. And 
three times in his and a half 
minutes, Punk heard the crowd ap- 
plaud their approval.

The judges, Marion Flynt and 
E. B. Monigold, Jr., confirmed the 
crowd’s judgment. Punk Carte 
marked one point higher than his dad 
to score 146 and win the Houston 
Open—a remarkable feat for a sev- 
enth grader, even with Punk’s expe- 
rience. 
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After the contest it hard to 
figure who was more delighted—the 
slim boy who was too excited to say 
much or his dad, who placed second 

and probably wouldn’t have had it 
any other way. 

In other performance competition, 
35-year-old Mansfield Autry of Hous- 
ton had the unusual experience of 
riding both senior and junior cham- 
pion using horses in registered Quar- 
ter Horse classes.

A snaffle and a hackamore are ideal to 
start off a young horse or young rider 


One of the mistakes lots of young 
riders make is to put a bit that’s too 
severe on a horse. They figure they 
need one to control him. Maybe so, 
but they can sure make him into a 
hard-mouthed horse pretty quick. 

There’s different kinds of 
bits than one man can carry. 
No matter how it’s made, it’s there 
only to put brakes and a steering 
wheel on your horse. To let him know 
what you want him to do. If you 
start your horse off with the rough- 
est ‘brakes’ you can find, he’ll get so 
he needs that kind from then on. 

Most trainers will use a hackamore 
to start a young horse off. The rea-

son is because when you’re breaking 
a pony, something is going to scare 
him. If you’re riding along and a 
piece of paper blows toward the horse, 
it can scare him—and when he jumps, 
you'll automatically pull those reins. 
If he’s wearing a rough bit, the out- 
side ends of it can bruise the “bars” 
of your horses mouth—the place on 
both sides where the bit touches it. 
With a hackamore, you can pull 
almost as hard as you want and you 
won’t hurt him. Also, when you break 
him with a hackamore, he’ll carry his 
head better. If he gets sore anywhere 
it'll be under his chin or his nose, not 
in his mouth. Lots of times when you

break a pony with a bit, it'll make 
his mouth so sore he can hardly eat. 
This is why some rodeo and cow- 
ponies have never had a bit in their 
mouths. Been ridden with hackamores 
all their lives. 

The next easiest on a horse, I'd say, 
would be a snaffle bit. For young rid- 
ers, this is a good bit too since there’s 
a break in the middle (see photo) and 
it’s hard for most youngsters to put 
so much pressure on it that it would 
hurt the horse. The snaffle with rings 
on the side is especially good. You 
can get snaffle bits with long shanks 
on them, and these are a little more 
severe. But the one with rings is swiv- 
elled in three places and there’s al- 
most no chance of it ever cutting your 
horse’s tongue. 

A well-broke horse fitted with this 
bit will know when you take the slack 
out of your reins that you’re about to 
put pressure on that bit. It 
won't hurt or pinch him so he won’t 
have his mind on his mouth like a 
horse might have with a more severe 
bit. The horse will be more ready to 
do what you ask of him. 

This is why you don’t want a hard- 
mouthed horse. He won’t feel it when 
you take up on those reins. He’ll let 
you keep right on pulling on him. His 
mouth is as hard as his head.
